PUBLIC DEFENDERS 
Att a recent convention of the Can- 
adian Bar Association a magistrate 


suggested the appointment of public 
defenders whose business would be to 
defend poor persons accused of crimes 
or misdemeanors. This is a familiar 
proposal but nothing has yet come 
of it, It appears quite sound and in 
harmony with Canadian judicial me- 
thods. w 

A person accused of crime in any 
Canadian court is held to be innocent 
until his guilt is proved beyond doubt. 
A barrister is retained by the state 
to ‘present evidence against him, 
and, if he thinks fit to argue for a 
conviction. The expense of retaining 
a defence lawyer to examine ‘the 
crown witnesses, and, if possible, se- 
cure an acquittal is left to the prison- 
er himself. It sometimes happens 
that a person accused of a crime is 
poor and unable to bear tthe cost 
of a defence. If the charge is 
serious, the court always nominates 
a barrister to act for the prisoner 
but the defender so provided is gen- 
erally inexperienced and may be fur- 
ther handicapped by lack of time for 
preparation of the argument. When 
the charge is not grave, as in many 
police court trials, the accused is of- 
ten without legal counsel although 
some means of presenting his de- 
fense is usually found and he is free, 
of course, to conduct his own case if 
he chooses, 

It is improbable that many mis- 
carriages of justice ocour through the 
inability of poor defendants to re- 
tain counsel. Pwosecutors are not es 
timated by the number of convictions 
they secure. Still, there is always 
the possibility of injustice when a 
skilled lawyer conducts the prosecu- 
tion and the defendant is. represented 
either by himself or by a aeweomer 
just winning his spurs at the bar, It 
is for this reason that the proposal 
to appoint public defenders, whose 
services would be available f.ee of 
charge has merit.

powers at the Paris Peace Confer- 
ence to recognize Palestine as the na- 
tional home for the Jews so far as 
that. was compatible with the rights 
of existing Airab inhabatants That 
decision was taken partly on the 
ground that hisitorically Palestine was 
the home of the most persecuted and 
remarkable race in the world; partly 
on the ground that Jews were being 
persecuted and were umwanted in 
moet of the countries of Burope and 
should be allowed to migrate to the 
land of thei ancestors, where the 
Arab population was both small and 
backward, and to build wp a new life 
of their own under conditions of free- 
dom. 

All would have been well if it had 
been possible to carry out this decis- 
ion in a friendly, reasonable and con- 
structive spirit. The Jews obviously 
had a great deal to give to Palestine; 
energy, capital, learning, civilization. 
But a condition of harmony was that 
the Arabs should recognize that their 
new fellow-countrymen came bearing 
gifts which were of value to. them- 
selves, and that the Jewish immi- 
grantis, beng mindful of the natural 
ambitions and susceptibilities of the 
older , occupants of the coumtry, 
should make it clear that their aim 
was to make a prosperous and pro- 
gressive commion. country and not 
purely a Jewish state Unfortunately 
neithet of these elements was pres- 
ent in a sufficient degree, though it 
is not necessary to estimate whether 
the Arabs or the Jews or the British 
mandatory power is the most  re- 
sponsible for the fact that the ex- 
periment, stanted amiid local ill-will 
instead of good will. 

It had been hoped that with the 
passage of years,  reconcilliation 
would become possible between the 
Arab and the Jew which would have 
allowed both to co-operate in build- 
ing a new Palestine stote. — There 
were some elgne that this relaxation 
of tension was taking place. But 
the mew controversy over the Wail- 
img Wall aroused much bitter- 
‘ness, To lament in such intense 
fashion over the destruction of the 
temple, an event which took place 
nearly 2,000 years ago, in a modern 
world in which the Jews are irnevoc- 
ably dispersed all over the globe, and 
in which the conditions which exist-

PROVINCIAL CROPS 

Threshing is fairly general through- 
out the province, and grain in many 
cages is yielding higher than was an- 
ticipated. Threshing has been resum- 
ed in most districts after a short per- 
iod of unsettled weather which dellay- 
ed operations to some extent, and 
with continued good weather will be 
completed somewhat earlier than was 
the case ladt year.

There has been 
quite a diomand for feed oats in the 
area most severely affected by the 
drought.

INTO THE UNKNOWN 


When Edward John Eyre started on 
his memorable journey through the 
unknown interior of the Australian 
continent in the month of June, 1840, 
he was twenty-five years of age, and 
although he had only been in the 
country for seven years he had made 
himself one of the wealthiest and 
riost prominent men in the colony of 
New South Wales.

He had emigrated in 1883, and had 
speedily amassed ‘a small fortune 
from sheep-farming, an occupation 
which had necessitated his making 
several journeys through the south- 
ern part of the country, for the pur- 
pose of driving sheep and cattle from 


New South Wales into the newly set- 
tled colony of South Australia. It 
was in the course of one of © these 
jourrys that he in 1839, discovered 
Lak: Torens. sg 

His famous expedition in 1840 had 
for ite object the discovery of an 
overland route by which sheep and 
cattle could be safely driven to the 
Settlements in Western Australia, a 
discovery »which' was of vital import- 
ance to the colonists, for it would en- 
able them to avoid the heavy expens- 
es of transporting their flocks and 
herds by sea, 

He left Adelaide on the 18th June, 
1840, and his party, which consisted 
cf five other men and two natives first 
made its way to the north, where Eyre 
was hopeful of discovering a stretch 
of fertile country, through which he 
proposed to proeed to the western 
coast of Australia. After many 
months of ardous and dangerous tray- 
elling, during which he found his 
northward progress blocked every 
where by a series of impassable salty 
swamps and arid deserts, he turned 
to the south-west and finally reached 
the south coast at Fowler’s Bay in 
the Great Bight. 

Eyre then decided that it would 
be advisable to reduce the size of his 
party, and four of the white men 
were sent back to Adelaide in a 
government cutter, which had met the 
expedition at Fowler’s Bay, while 
Eyre and his overseer, John Baxter 
by name, determined to make their 
way overland to Albany in West Aus- 
tralia. They were accompanied by 
the tw6 natives who had left Adelaide 
with the party, aad by a third black 
named Wylie, a native of Albany, who 
had joined them from the cuitter. 

The distance from Fowler’s Bay to 
Albany is 850 miles, and the journey 
through the wilderness proved to be 
one of ‘unceasing anxiety, toi) and pri- 
vation. When about a third of the 
journey had been accomplished the 
natives from Adelaide succeeded in 
stealing one of the white men’s guns, 
and, after shooting John Baxter ‘dead, 
they made off with all the provisions 
they could carry, leaving Eyre alone 
in the desert with Wylie, who ‘remain 
ed faithful to his master, in spite of 
the efforts which the blacks made to 
induce him to join them. 

With nearly 600 miles still separat- 
irg them from their goal, the two 
men had between them, but a few

pounds of flour, four gallons of water 
and a ‘small quantity of tea and sug- 
ar, but Byre resolved to proceed, Day 
after day they struggled on beneath 
the blazing sun, often with nothing to 
eat and no water to moisten their 
parched throats, and had it not been 
for their luck in being able to shoot 
a kangaroo or a bird, and also in find- 
ing, when reduced to the last extrem- 
eties, small pools of muddy, brackish 
water, they would have assuredly 
perished. 


At last, on the %th of July, 1841, 
the two ragged, exhausted and emac- 
iated men staggered into the town of 
Albany, and thus, after nearly thir- 
teen months of wandering, Byre com- 
pleted the journey which placed him 
in the front ranks of the little band 
of daring men whose courage and de- 
termination revealed to the world the
